A good deal ot distress has been 
felt in the minds of Democratic edit- 
ors for the past few days over the fact 
that the estimates of the Tieasury 
Department sent to Congress at the 
opening of the session indicate an ap- 
parent deficit of $21,637,885 during 
the fiscal year which ends June 30, 
1899 

It is proper to say, with reference 
to this estimate.that a recently enact- 
ed law requires the War Department 
to put into its estimate for the expen- 
ditures 01 the coming year all esti- 
mates made by subordinate officers of 
needed expenditures upon the river 
and barber works where they are em- 
ployed. The result of this is that the 
estimates for river and harbor im- 
provements alone amounted to $65, 
400,409 00, which, of course, is from 
forty to fifty million more than will 
be appropriated tor this purpose 

Notwithstanding the fact that these 
figures w. re excessive the Treasury 
Department was compelled under the 
law to include them in its so called 
estimates, knowing full they were ab 
solutely excessive, and that the ap 
propriation for this work would tail 
probably 50,000 000 below the figures 
named. These circumstances accout 
for the fact that official figures esti 
mate apparent deficifof over $21,000, 
000, when, in fact, it is expected that 
theie will be a surplus of at least that 
amount in the year iu question.
